AIRPLANES FITTED 
WITH STRETCHERS 
TO CARRY WOUNDED 


French Authorities Declare Ab- 
sence of Jolting Compensates 
- Patient for Risk. 

| PARIS, Sept. 26.—Tests made on 


Saturday at Villa Coublay in an air- 


| plane fitted with two stretchers for 
carrying wounded proved highly sat- 
isfactory. Dr. Chassaing of the army 
medical service and Corporal Tetu 
represented wounded passengers 
during a 12-minute flight, the equiv- 
adent to a 15-mile journey. 

Corporal Tetu declared that this 
form of transport was far superior 
to an ambulance of which«he had 
vivid recollections when wounded 
two years ago. Dr. Chassaing -re- 
moved a muffler from his head and 
unfastened straps. during the flight. 
He expressed the opinion that there 
would be no unnecessary pain to a 
wounded passenger because the equi- 
librium of the airplanes is so per- 
fect. 

The airplane was constructed by 
the Aeronautic Service of the army, 
which hopes to use this for transport 
for the severely wounde’, declaring 
that the absence of any jolting fully 
compensated the patient for any risk.

William Grafeman, president of 
the Grafeman Dairy Co., and one of 
the so-called ‘‘big fellows’”’ in milk 
distribution here, was summoned to- 
day to appear in the afternoon be- 
fore the grand jury, to be questioned 


in the inquiry into the fixing of re- 
tail milk prices by a combine of local 
distributers. 

Grafeman has been a leading 
spirit in the price discussions, and 
the meetings at which prices were 
considered have been held at the 
Buckingham Hotel, of which he is 
the principal owner. J. B. Ruesch- 
hoff, who calls the meetings, said 
last week that Grafeman notified 
him of the time when he_= should 
send out the notices. , A 

Grafeman, however, has shown 2 
certain independence of the other 
distributers, especially in the drivers’ 
strike of 1916, when he made a set- 
tlement with the drivers, although 
the others refused to do so. 

Secret Price Sessions. 

Other witnesses, smaller distribu- 
ters, have told the grand jury aboui 
the meetings at the Buckingham, 
where prices were announced, dis- 
cussed and virtually agreed on, with- 
out any formal vote being taken. 
Their descriptions have caused the 
belref that the agreement really is 
made at a preliminary secret meet- 


ing of a few large distributers. It is 
expected that Grafeman will be 
asked especially about this. The 


present grand jury will end its term 
Saturday. 

Grafeman was one of the large dis- 
tributers called as witnesses last Fri- 
day, but he had not arrived at the 
time when Circuit Attorney McDan- 
fel excused the others without ask- 
ing them to testify. They have not 
been recalled. Witnesses examined 


prosecution as to matters on which 
they testify. Grafeman is the first 
“big fellow’’ to be permitted to tes- 
tify.

CAPTAIN OF EMDEN AND

Some of Men, Including Commander, Are Re- 


taken---Mysterious Tunnel Revealed

TAFT WISHES FOR SOME WAY 
TO DEAL WITH LA FOLLETTE 


Pacifists Do Not Represent National 
Sentiment of U. S., Former Pres- 
ident Tells Canadians. 

MONTREAL, Sept. 26.—The Pa- 
cifists in the United States do not re- 
flect the national sentiment there, 
William Howard Taft said, in a state- 
ment here today. The former Presi- 
dent said he wished some way could 
be found to deal with ’’men like Sen- 
ator La Follette.”’ 

“The pacifists and pro-Germans,” 
said Taft, “are an example of the 
fact that persons of no importance 
vhatever in a time of stress succeed 
by virtue of the noise they make, in 
gaining a great deal more attention 
than they are entitled.to. .The pa- 
cifists of the United States have no 
significance as expressing the nation- 
al sentiment. But it is unfortunate- 
ly true that by the amount of noise 
they have created they have perhaps 
succeeded in giving our allies a mis- 
taken impression of us as a whole, 
and even have succeeded in discour- 
aging to some extent the devotion of 
those who are loyal.

Board’s Program Calls for Fleet 
of 1600 Vessels in Year, Ag- 
gregating 9,200,000 Tons. 


$5.75 A TON A MONTH 


Charter Rate to Be Paid for 
Boats Which Are Seized 
Is Decided on. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—A char- 
ler rate of $5.75 a ton a month ha-~ 
been decided on by the Shipping 
Board asa base the Government wil! 
pay for requisitioned ocean-going 
merchant vessels. Within a short 
time the board will take over for 
Government use every American ves- 
sel available for overseas service. 

The vessels will be requisitioned 
and turned back to their owners in 
most cases for operation nrobably on 
time charter in the trades which the 
Government helds are most neces- 
tary for a successful conduct of the 
war. In this taanner the shipping 
board will have coemplete control 
of ocean freight rates on American 
carried goods and can direct the 
service of all vessels flying the Amer- 
ican flag. 

Both the army and the navy have 
commandeered many ships for their 
own use at varying rates, the navy 
operating those it has taken as aux- 
iliaries, and the army yunning its 
vessels as transports and supply 
ships. In the future the shipping 
board will do all requisitioning, turn-, 
ing over to the army and navy ves- 
sels needed in those services. 

Within a little more than a year 
the United States will have an ocean- 
going merchant fleet of more than 
1600 ships, aggregating 9,200,000 
tons, the shipping board announced 
today in a statement giving details of 
the Government’s ship building pro- 
gram, 

This amount compares with a 
present tonnage of 3,500,000, of 
which .700 tons represent German 
and Austvian ships under operation 
hy the United States. The American 
ships-evailable for overseas service 
nuniber 458, with a tonnage of 2,- 
871,000. There are 117 German and 
Austrian ships with a tonnage of 
700,000. 

The Emergency Fleet Corporation 
has commandeered in American ship 
yards nearly 400 steel ships of more 
than 2,500,000 tons and has contract- 
ed for 636 ships bib we a tonnage of 
3,124,700. 

“The fleet in prospect,” said the 
statement, ‘is already becoming a 
reality. Several of the comman- 
Geered ships have been completed 
and already taking cargo, others will 
leave the' ways in increasing pum- 
bers with each succeeding month. 
The first launching is expected w'tn- 
in 60 to 90 days.” 

In addition to the ships eing 
built and contracted for the board 
plans to construct several million 
tons of shipping for which a bil'icn 
dollar appropriation has just been 
asked of Congress.

AMERICAN SAILORS “ADOPT” 
FRENCH WOMAN AND CHILDREN 


Crew on Warship Patroling Lanes of 
‘Traffic, Sec That Family Is 
Well Provided for. 

A FRENCH PORT, Sept. 1.—(By 
mail)—-The crew of an American 
warship patroling the steamer lanes 
off the coast of France, has just 
“adopted” a French family including 
a mother and four minor children, 
and raised a fund for their temporary 
support. 

The family was driven from its 
home in a village near St. Quentin, 
after the house had been burned by 
invading Germans and crops and or- 
chards pillaged and destroyed. The 
father was killed in one of the early 
battles. Several months ago the fam- 
ily came to this city where the moth- 
er obtained employment which just 
provided the bare necessities of life. 
Soon after the arrival of the Amer- 
ican warship, the men discovered the 
family’s position and immediately 
raised and presented the mother with 
a large purse. ‘he children were 
taken into the stores and provided 
with candy and other luxuries.

SIX KILLED, 16 INJURED | 
IN LONDON AIR RAID 


Defenses Improve and Only Two Machines 
Reach City in Two Attenpts on 
Second Night Visit. 


LONDON, Sept. 26.—Six persons 
were killed and 16 injured in the 
southeastern outskirts of London in 
last night’s air raid. 

Lord French, commander of the 
Home Defense, reports that the first 
group of air raiders which 4ap- 
proached London was driven back by 
gunfire, not more than two penetrat- 
ing the city’s defenses. Half an hour 
later the second group of raiders was 
driven off while approaching Lon- 
wT acand Keene: Ten OFT. 

The following official annource- 

t was given out: 
The Senet information shows that 
the first group of raiders which ap- 
proached London last night was 
turned back by gunfire, not more 
than two machines actually penetrat- 
ing the defenses. These two ma- 
chines dropped a number of bombs 
in the southeastern outskirts 0 of Lon- 
don at about 7:45 p. m.. which dam- | 
aged several houses, killing six oer 
sons and injuring 16. 

“The second group of raiders, } 
which approached London half an 
hour later, was driven off. 

“Bombs were dropped in various 
localities in Southeast England. Up 
to the present no casualties or dam- 
age have been reported.” | 

The area bombed last night was 
inhabited by the poorer classes, but 
aside from the breaking of windows 
and slight damage to two or three 
small frame houses there was no 
property loss. 

It is reported that a thrilling bat- 
tle occurred between German and 
British airmen a few miles from 
London. The German airplanes, al- 
though they crossed the coast at dif- 
ferent points, were met and contin- 
ually harried by a large force of 
British machines. According to 
early reports, the formation of the 
German fleet which was coming to- 
wards London at a great height and 
at great speed was completely brok- 
en up by the British fliers, the raid- 
ers separating and all except one 
turning back closely pursued. So

Many persons went 
to parks and other open spaces for a 
good view of what they called “the 
Hun air show,” while others went 
about the streets refusing to take 
to cover understairways, platforms 
and underground stations, where the 
most cautious, including thousands 
of women and children, sought shel- 
ter. The scenes in the sheltered 
| places were similar to those Monda;’ 
night, many laughing and joking and 
others reading newspapers, maga- 
vines and books, with which they 
had provided themselves apparently 
for a siege. The crowds in some 
places were having such a good time 
that the police found difficulty in 
cislodging them when the “all clear” 
signal was given. 

There were nearly a hundred per- 
sons in the American Eagle hut on 
the Strand when the warning of 
Monday night’s raid was given. 
These included about a score of 
American women volunteer workers.

Producers Asked to Arbitrate. 

John P. Cabanne, vice president of 
the St. Louis Dairy Co., said the dis- 
tributors would ‘attend the East St. 
Louis meeting. He said he and other 
officials cf distributing firms yester- 
day visited D. A. Brooks of Marine, 
president of the milk producers or- 
ganization, and asked him to call an- 
other meeting, to discuss the plan of 
fixing a price by arbitration. Brooks 
said he would consider the request. 

Cabanne said a board of arbitra- 
tion,in his opinion, should have two 
members from the distributors and 
two from the producers, with a fifth 
member, selected by the four. who 
understood the milk business. 

Director Schmoll said at the alder- 
manic committee meeting that, even 
if the figures given as to cost of dis- 
tribution were accepted as accurate, 
there would be no justification for 4 
higher charge than 14 cents. The 
only detailed figures which have been 
made public as to cost of distribution 
‘were given by J. B. Rueschhoff in an 
exclusive interview printed in last 
Iriday’s Post-Dispatch. He is one of 
the smaller distributers, and is the 
official caller of the meetings at 
which the distributers decide on 
changes in their uniform price, 

Right to Call for Books. 

The committee was informed by 
Associate City Counselor Hamilton 
that it had the power to summor. 
witnesses and require the production 
of books and documents, as a neces- 
sary means of informing itself as tu 
legislation which might be. neces- 
sary.

Charges Price-Fixing. 

“It is your duty to find what the 
distributers ought to have in the 
way of a fair price,’’ Mrs. Grossman 
said to the Aldermen. ‘We found 
evidence of price-fixing and this was 
given to District Attorney Oliver. We 
have been informed also that one 
condensing concern has received an 
order for 1,000,000 cans of milk 
from the Government, and is offer- 
ing $3.50 a hundred for milk. If 
that price really is paid, then I don’t 
see how we can do anything to make} 


milk cheaper in St. Louis. 
‘“T know that whenever the  pro- 
ducers and distributers dispute 


about the cost of feed or labor or 
anything else, they always end by 
taking the maximum figure as the 
basis of calculating the price of milk 
to the consumer.”’ 

Mrs. Gellhorn said the women’s 
committees “don't want to upset 
business, but we don’t want to per- 
mit a ‘gouge,’ either.’’ She doubted 
the economy of establishing a mu- 
nicipal dairy. 

Attributed to “Pure Milk. Bill.’ 

Director Schmoll ascribed the pres- 
ent control of the milk supply in St.

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U.S. AVIATOR KILLED 
NV FIGHT WITH GERMAN 


Douglas MacMonagle Shot Be- 
fore His Companions:Could Go 
to Aid—Body Recovered. 


————— 


WITH THE LAFAYETTE SQUAD- 
RON, Monday, Sept. 24.--The death 
of Douglas MacMonagle of San 
Francisco, a member of the Lafay- 
ette squadron, occurred during a pa- 
trol flight with two other Ameri- 
cans, Lieut. Lufbury and Sergt. 
Rockwell. They were attacked by 
eight German machines, believed to 
belong to the combination known as 
the ‘Tango Circus.”’ Apparently 
MacMonagle was taken by surprise. 
He fell within the French lines. 

Sergt. Rockwell went to the res- 
cue, but was too late to save “his 
comrade. After a short flight, how- 
ever, he downea@ one German, who 
fell crashing into a wood. | 

MacMonagle’s body. was recov- 
ered. He was shot twice through 
the head. The funeral will be held 
on Wednesday with American mill- 
tary honors, as a camp of American 
engineers is stationed near enough 
to the base of the squadron to send 
men to sound taps. 


Mother Was on Way to Visit Mac- 
Monagle When He Was Killed. 
PARIS, Sept. 26.—Behind the bare 

official announcement that’ Sergt. 
Douglas MacMonagle of San Fran- 
cisco has been killed in an aeria) 
encounter with. two German ma- 
chines, lies one of the most poignant 
tragedies of the war, says the Her- 
ald. Almost at the moment the Ser- 
gceant met his fate his mother, wid- 
ow of Dr. Beverly MacMonagle, an 
eminent Pacific coast physician, was 
completing the journey of 6000 miles 
from San Francisco to visit her only 
son. 

Sergt. MacMonagle, who was in 
Paris a few days before he was 
killed, seemed to have a present- 
ment of his fate. He said to friends: 

‘Well, fellows, if they get me you 
may bank on it mother will have the 
consolation of knowing I passed out 
fighting and doing my best, as she 
would wish it.’’ 

Lieut. Lufbury is reported to have 
downed another German machine. 
Observers state the German fell in- 
side the French lines.

St. Louis milk is frée from impuri- 
ties and from chemical adulteration, 
im the belief of City Chemist Buck- 
land, who is officially charged with 
the responsibility for milk inspec- 
tion. , 

Buckland today, at the request of 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, showed the 
record of 120 prosecutions since Jan. 
1. in the police courts against milk 
dealers. The charge in each case 
was failure to maintain the legal 
percentage of butter fat, 3 per cent, 
or the legal percentage of non-fatty 
solids, 8.5 per cent. It was not 
charged in any case that impurities 
were found in the milk. In some 
cares the tests indicated that water 
had been added te the miik.

Chief among the spirits that con- 
gregate each Tuesday night for West 
End followers of the occult at a resi- 
dence at 1370 Union boulevard are 
those of an old Indian, carrier of 
messages, and an _ Irish woman 
named Bridget, teller of fortunes. 

The two speak after their own 
manner through the same medium—- 


Spiritualist Church. Dozens of other 
spirits came also, some from the ab- 
sent living and some from those ‘‘on 
the angel side of life,”” and through 
the interpretations of the Indian, 
who is described as a chief, or of 
Bridget, the medium is able to bring 
a message to each person present, 
whether devotee of the belief or cu- 
}rious skeptic. 
The medium is tall 
| probably 30 years old, 
‘pressive bearing, as she 
rigid attitude at the first 
‘of the spirits. Her hair is glossy 
| black and almost straight. Her eyes 
/are dark and large, but through mosi 
of the readings they are closed by 
lids that appear almost transparent. 
She has a rather long nose, with the 
slightest hump, and thin, straight 
lips, which move expressively as she 
interprets the messages in calm, de- 
liberate voice. 

Women in Majority. 

Thirty persons attended last night's 
sesston, each paying the customary 
fee of 15 cents. These fees are the 
source of the church’s support, no 
collections or‘other contributions be- 
ing sought. The congregation was 
composed chiefly of women, less than 
one-third being men. There were 
several young women of the office 
employed type, who apparently came 
in couples. Unconcerned with awe 
or fear of the occasion, they were 
laughingly eager to hear whatever 
the spirits might have to say to 
them. 

‘Such levity brought a severe re- 

buke from the medium to one wom- 
an, although not for an offense com- 
mitted there. A number of spirits 
were trying to bring a message to an 
elderly woman for her son, who waz 
not present. The medium became 
confused and declared: “This mes- 
sage has been carried to your son 
through another source, but he 
laughed at it; that’s what the trou- 
ble is. You know it is.”’ 
The elderly woman admitted such 
a message had been received in her 
home, and added, ‘‘We all laughed at 
it.” “Then you are no better than 
the rest,"” the medium flashed back. 
Fear and a conflict of spirits over- 
whelmed the medium whenever she 
approached the room where a num- 
ber of strangers were seated. The 
greater part of the audience was in 
the dining room, which was well 
lighted, and where the medium ap- 
peared perfectly at.ease. In a semi- 
circle ingthe living room in front of 
the wide doorway leading into the 
dining room sat those who could not 
find seats in the dining room. The 
living room was lighted only by the 
illumination of the dining room, 
which was diffused through the open 
door.

the Petrograd Bastile 


The Prison for 2 Centuries of Highborn Traitors, 
Pretenders to the Throne, Assassins of 
Emperors and Propagandists of Nihilism. 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 26.— The As- 
sociated Press correspondent was 
permitted Monday to inspect the no- 
torious Troubetski bastion of the 
fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul, 
the bastile of Petrograd. Here dur- 
ing two centuries there has been im- 
mured high-born traitors, pretenders 
| to the throne, assassins of Emperors, 
' propagandists of Nihilism and bomb 
throwers, and here today the most 
hated adherents of the banished au- 
tocratic regime are awaiting the na- 
tion’s verdict. 

In this bastion are now interned 
eight exalted culprits. They are Gen. 
Rennenkampff, whose record as a 
.| military judge in 1906 during the at- 
tempted revolution, constituted a 
“hangman's progress’ to Siberia, 
classed as equalling if not surpassing 
_the infamies of the notorious Jef- 
|freys; M. Bieletsky, former director 
| Of police and aecomplice of Provan- 
cateur; the reactionary former, Min- 
-jister of the Interior, M. Makaroff, 
who procured the election of a burg- 
lar to the Duma to act as a spy; M. 
Sikreieff, accused of serious offences 
-|as chief of the army motor supply of- 
fice; former Minister of Justice J. 
Chtcheglovitoff, whom the late Count 
Witte characterized as the ‘‘most 
clever, most corrupt man in Europe”; 
Prince Alexander Dolgorukoff, the 
cavalry commander. seized last week 
as a supporter of Gen. Korniloff; 
Gen. Voyeikoff, the former Emperor's 
palace commandant, and finally, 
Alexander Protopopoff, once classed 
as a patriotic member of the Duma, 
next an oppressive Minister of the In- 
terior and last the ally.and slave of 
the mystic monk, Rasputin. 
Questioned by Guard. 

In company with the assistant pro- 
curer of the Petrograd high court, 
the correspondent drove to the fert- 
ress. -Before the main entrance the 
automobile, although an official car, 
was examined by the soldiers on 
guard, who conducted a long cross- 
‘questioning of the occupants, after 
| which they were passed through the 
| residential section of the fortress 
Enclinte and on to the prison. 

The bastion, which is a part of the 
| obsolete fortification, is on the banks 

of the Neva, separated from it only 
by a wall, from which a daily salute 
is fired at midday. It is a two-story, 
hexagonal building, surrounding a 
‘courtyard, along five sides of which 
runs a double tier of low, arched 
windows, heavily barred. The sixth 
side is a high wall. 

According to popular belief, the 
bastion cells are ‘stone’ sacks,” 
which, being below the level of the 
river, are liable to inundation, but 
this idea is erroneous. The lower 
row, in which there are 36 cells, is 
on the ground level, but there are 
no prisoners here and the upper 
story, with the same number of cells, 
is out of the reach of the recurring 
river floods. 

‘The Prison Chancellery. 


Before inspecting the cells, the 
correspondent visited the prison 
chancellery, out:of which lead two 
doors. Pointing to them, the pro- 
curor said: 

“Inside are prisoners under exam- 
ination.’’ 

he opened the first door immedi- 
ately, showing a_ stoutish, gray- 
bearded man, who was Bieletsky, 
gesticulating to an examining mag- 
istrate, while through the other door 
when it was opened could be seen 
only a regular aquiline profile sil- 
houetted against a barred window. 

“That is Protopopoff,”’ said the 
procuror, closing the door. 

The correspondent then was con- 
ducted to the cells on the upper 
story, in which the prisoners are con- 
fined at present. The cells open on 
a corridor which follows the hexag- 
onal construction of the building. On 
one side of the corridor are barred 
windows opening out on the court- 
yard, while on the other side is a 
row of red-painted, iron-bound, oak- 
en doors, with slots for peering and 
pigeonholes, which may be closed at 
| will, for handing in food to the 
occupants.

“Most of the prisoners, among 
whom are three of Russia’s most cul- 
tivated citizens, read all day under 
no restrictions, except that newspa- 
pers are not allowed. They have lit- 
tle notion of the events of the last 
six months in Russia and the outside 
world. They received and may write 
letters three times a week. The let- 
ters are examined, but after the rev- 
olution the prison administration 
ceased the practice of testing for in- 
visible ink, whfch had been in vogue 
continuously since the reign of Peter 
the Great. 

Prisoners Well Behaved. 

“The prisoners exercise in the 
court yard twice daily, with only 
their guards for company. They 
never see one another. The doctor 
visits each cell daily, but in case 
of serious sickness the prisoners are 
sent to hospitals outside, as wer, 
for instance, the late Premier Stur- 
mer and the former Empress’ friend. 
Mile. Virubova, as there is no hos- 
pital within the fortress. The pris- 
oners behave extremely well. Im- 
mediately after the revolution, how- 
ever, we had here the ‘black hun- 
‘dred’ Jew baiter, Orloff, who raised 
trouble daily. The only request we 
received lately was from Gen. Ren- 
nenkampff, who, being afraid of 
lynching, begged us not to transfer 
him to another prison.”’ 

The correspondent next inspected 
the prison guards, who are of two 
classes. The first is a regular milli- 
tary unit, posted on the periphery 
of the bastion. The second ig com- 
posed of two representatives of every 
regiment in Petrograd, who are sta- 
tioned inside. These men jealousiy 


Escape Inconceivable. 

70V. Kurindin declared that escape 
from the prison was inconceivable 
and that none was on record in mod- 
ern times. 
respondent found volumes in Rus- 
sian, French, English, German, Ital- 
ian and even in Finnish, the last for 
the use of the Finnish patriots who, 
under former Premier Stolypin’s op- 
pressive “equality law’’ were triej 
and imprisoned in Russia. 

‘ The court yard, in which, because 
of the rain that was falling at the 
time, no one was exercising, makes 
an incongruous impression because, 
though overlooked by the forbidding 
barred windows, it.can be reached 
only through a metal cage, in which 
the prisoners wait. The yard itself 
is a green paradise, overgrown by 
now flowerless jasmine and lilac 
bushes and, shaded by tall lines of 
poplars, aspens and maples. It is 
rimmed with a broken pavement, 
from the crevices of which rise wild 
Plants and untrodden grasses. Un- 
der a towering tree in the center 
of the yard a shapeless bath house 
used by the prisoners strikes an- 
other incongruous note. 

Next in order came a visit to. the 

unoccupied obsolete part of the pris- 
on, under the commandant’s house. 
This consists of real “stone sacks” 
with earthen floors, far below the 
river level, and with wihdows’ guard-| 
ed by cumbrous bar work, designed 
to imitate a row of medieval hal- 
bards. 
“There,” the procuror said, “lan- 
guished, I believe, Peter’s son Alexis 
before-he was tortured to death, and 
the next cell held the beautiful, but 
unfortunate pretender Princess Tar- 
akhanoff, whom adventurers set up, 
as the daughter of Empress Eliz- 
abeth.”’ 

Roll of Past Occupants. 
Returning to the chancellery, the 
correspondent examined the roll of 
past captives, among whom were the 
terrorist assassin, Gershuagi and the 
chemist Nicholas Morosoff, held in 
the bastion for 25 years under sus- 
picion of complicity in the assassina- 
tion of Alexander IT. 

In the roll were two other entries 
of a striking character in a different 
way. The first reads: 

“1905, January 12, Pieshkoff Alex- 
is Maximovitch.” This ia the real 
name of Maxim Gorky. The second 
entry reads: ' 
“Gilllk Issye, indentity uncertain, 
believed surname Mazantzeff, handed 
over for execution Feb. 7, 1908.” 


From the condition of a vacant 
cell the correspondent gained the 
impression that so long as the occu- 
pant behaves considerately, impris- 
onment in the Troubetskoi bastior 
involves no physical suffering. The 
whitewashed cell was a large and 
clean one, paved with red cement, 
lighted with an electric lamp set into 
the wall and attached to which 
was a night light, enabling the War- 
den to watch the prisoner through 
the slot. 


Cells Are Sanitary. 


The cell was not damp and the 
sanitary arrangements were modern. 
The furniture consists of a good bed 
and a table screwed to the wall.

War Has Upset Troick 
Idea of British Traits 


Before 1914 English Were Régarded as Somber 
Race, but Conflict Revolutionized This 
- Opinion, Writer Declares. - 


Correipontence. of the Associated 


BEHIND THE © SRITISH LINES 
IN FRANCE, Aug. 390. —That three 
years of war have completely revo-~ 


the English character, and have knit 
the two nations in a friendship which 
will last forever, was the opinion ex- 
pressed by a great French war cor- 
respondent in a letter written just 
before he died on the field of battle 
here a few weeks ago. The letter, 
written to a British officer whom the 
French correspondent had known in 
peace*times, has been given to the 
Associated Press for publication. It 
says in part: 

“Before the war I tried: to under- 
stand the English so far as a man 
could who does not care much for 
travel and is content to study a peo- 
ple by its works. I had read those 
books which in France we believed 
to represeht the best of what mod- 
ern England was writing. 

*““Modern England to me was a very 
somber country. I saw it always in 
my mind with those gray, wet skies 
that we used to think (and in that 
no doubt we were wrong, too) as 
the habitual sky of England. For 
such skies suited the England that I 
knew. There were heavy storm 
clouds always low over the England 
where Mr. Hardy’s tragic figures 
stepped, bravely enough, to their 
doom;. and an unbroken gray sky 
over that troubled, unhappy, mis- 
managed England of Mr. Wells. 

Did Not Know Real England. 

“I knew that France was often un- 
happy, and often all astray, and yet 
I knew, too, that the old unconquer- 
able Gallic soul was still in her peo- 
ple. t if you knew her only from 
the works of modernFrench writers, 
what would you think? What were 


lutionized the Frenchman's idea of. 


modern England as I knew her, but 
the England of Elizabeth. 


“I have seen your army in many 
Places now, and it has been like a 
pageant of English ages and the old 
English books to me. I. have seen 
Sam Weller himself in khaki and 
heard him talk, though I understood 
little of it; and one night tn a village 
estaminet, smoky and ill-lit, where 
your men sat around with the French 
mud thick on them, I felt myself on 
one of Shakspeare’s own taverns. And 
I have heard your soldiers’ songs. 

“This it.is that has astonished me 
in your soldiers, not their courtesy, 
not their kindness, though these have 
astonished many, btu their great 
galety. So that I have always the 
curious. feeling that it is we French, 
who have suffered much, who are 
now the staid dull people, and you 
English who have shown us those 
great Galli ctypes that our writers 
Rostand, Daudet and the rest have 
loved. 


“I have seen English soldiers going 
down the street, waving to the win- 
dows, their green trench helmets, like 
an old musketeer’s, stuck on with a 
Gascon swagger, great rollicking, un- 
couth types that would have en- 
chanted Rabelais. And these are the 
men who have come to us from that 
land of the gray skies, that fog-dull, 
rain-smodden, sombre-respectable 
land that I thought was England. 


The Missouri Synod of the Pres- 
byterlan Church, which meets next 
month in Fulton, will be asked. to 
make an inquiry into teachings at 
certain public institutions of learn- 
ing which are declared to be hostile 
to the Bible.

SEEK VINDICATION AT POLLS 


Ferguson Says He Was Victim of Po- 
litical Combination and Will Be 
Candidate Again. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. 26.—Former 
Gov. James E. Ferguson, who was 
impeached and disqualified from 
holding public office hereafter in 
Texas, by action of the Senate yes- 
terday, has issued a statement de- 
claring he will go before the people 
certain he will be vindicated and re- 
turned to the Governor's chair. Ii: 
became known that Ferguson filed 
his resignation as Governor with the 
Secretary of State Monday evening. 

In his letter of resignation Fergu- 
son says: 

“In order that I might have suf- 
ficient time and proper opportunity 
to present the merits of my candtl- 
dacy for the office of Governor of 
Texas for a third term, and in order 
that there may be no interference 
with the right of the people to elect 
me to that office, I tender my_resig- 
nation as Governor, to tal effect 
immediately. 

“I take this action because I have 
been informed that the Senate is at- 
tempting to pass some pretended and 
illegal order or judgment to. prevent 
the people from electing me Govern- 
or for a third term and to prevent 
my holding that office by virtue of 
their election.’’ 

The former Governor declared his 
impeachment was brought about by 
a combination of politicians, lobby- 
ists and others and thatche was not 
tried by an impartial body of men. 

“The Governor of Texas did not 
have.the same chance of securing an 
impartial jury as is given to a ‘nig- 
ger’ crapshooter or a ‘nigger’ boot- 
legger,” said Ferguson. 

The judgment of the Court re- 
moves Ferguson from office and dis-|& 
qualifies him from “holding hereafter | § 
any office of “honor, trust or profit” 
in Texas. There were.10 votes in 
favor of no disqualification for the 
future when two such proposals were 
voted on.

accused by the German authorities 
of anything so serious. At the time 
theer was no intimation that Miss 
Cavell was guilty of espionage. It 
was only after public opinion had 
been aroused by her execution that 
the German Government began. to 
refer to her as ‘the spy.’ According 
to the German statement of the case 
there is no possible ground for call- 
‘ing her a spy.” 

Gibson and his helpers reepated to 
Von der Lancken, assuring him htat 
the execution of Miss Cavell would 
do Germany harm. They reminded 
hi mof the, burning of Louvain and 
the sinking of the Lusitania.

REVOLUTION, SAYS, 


ARTHUR HENDERSON 


‘“‘Democratized Government 
Through Workmen’s Organiz- 
ations Necessary to Lasting 
Peace.” 


PLEA FOR CONFERENCE 


“if Allies Could Apprise Social- 
ists of Truth as to War, There 
Might Be Big Results.’’ 


LONDON, Sept. 25.—Belief that 
Germany is ripe for revolution was 


expressed by Arthur Henderson, de- 
posed labor representative in the 
British War Cabinet, In an interview 
here in the Weekly Dispatch, justify- 
ing his attitude in favor of the Stock- 
holm conference. 

“Nothing is further from my 
mind,” he said, ‘‘than concurrence in 
a peace settlement that would not be 
final, democratic and lasting. An in- 
conclusive peace would be a dishon- 
orable peace, and we have no desire 
to parley with unrepentant military 
despots. The final peace must be a 
people’s peace, and one of the terms 
in which there can be no compromisé 
must be the final and complete abo- 
lition of irresponsible autocratic gov- 
ernment. 

“I consider a democratized Ger- 
many an indispensable condition, and 
the most effective way of bringing 
this home to the German people 
would be through the representatives 
of the working-class organizations. 

“In my opinion, a military victory 
of the allies will not be sufficient. It 
might enable the allies to secure a 
satisfactory and honorable peace, but 
it could not guarantee a lasting 
peace. I want to supplement mili- 
tary effort by a properly organized 
and wisely directed political propa- 
ganda. 

Praises Minority Socitalists. 

“Both before the-war and during 
actual hostilities the German people 
have been tricked and deceived, and 
even now they are by no means cog- 
nizant of the vital facts and develop- 
ments of the international situation. 
They will continue to remain hood- 
winked and ignorant until the war 
ends, unless; the allies find the means 
of placing in their possession a com- 
plete and undistorted statement of 
facts. 

“To my mind the only satisfactory 
channel of communication is through 
the German Socialists, and particu- 
larly the German minority Socialists. 
I would rather consult with the Ger- 
man minority Socialists than with the 
official Government representatives 
after the war, even though Germany 
has been completely defeated in 4 
military sense. For it is to the last- 
ing credit of the German minority 
Socialists that, though they formed 
part of a nation built up on military 


victories and inculcated from birth 


20,933 DRAFTED MEN IN 
. TRAINING AT CAMP FUNSTON 


Total of 373 Missing Out of Army | 
Called for Service; Abscat 


Ones Being Hunted. ; 

CAMP FUNSTON, Kan., Sept. 26.—- | 
The first two quotas of 20,933 drafted 
men from seven States to be sent 
here for training in the national 
army, are short only 273 men, ‘t is 
announced. The percentage of loss ‘s 
regarded as small, according to camp 
officers. 

Just what has become of the miss- 
ing men is a matter of conjecture, it 
was stated. Some disappeared from 
trains en route to the camp. 

The iatest official count shows 
there are 21,232 men in camp. This 
includes 672 enlisted men from the 
regular army, sent here to assist ‘in 
training the drafted men. 

The missing men will be checked 
back to the local boards, which will 
be required to fill the shortage.

Instruction to Be Given in Signal 
Service Work and Probably 
Military Line. 


Washington University, in response 
to the Government’s call, is going 
to have a war school. The univer- 
sity will open tomorrow. Men who 
want to go to the front are to be 
given laboratory and class-room in- 
struction and the Morse code, to fit 
them for the signal service. Military 
instruction will be given if the Gov- 
ernment details an officer for the 
purpose or some retired officer vol- 
unteers. 

The work is to be done by the 
School of Engineering, the entire 
staff of which, augmented as may 
be found necessary, will be at the 
zervice of the students. 

The War Department regulations 
provide that the men who enroll for 
this special course of study must be 
within the age limits of the selective 
draft, but not yet called into the 
national army. They must be able 
to pass the regular physical exam- 
ination for admission to the army. 

The course of study provides for 
regular instructions covering a period 
of 20 weeks, and follows an outline 
prepared by the Council of National 
Defense. It includes six lectures and 
recitation periods per week, four 
hours of laboratory work per week, 
and 20 hours per week of instruction 
in sending and receiving the Morse 
code. In addition, the course pro- 
vides for 16 hours per week of mil- 
itary instrutction, making a total of 
46 hours per week. 

The University is prepared to giva 
in full the necessary class-room and 
laboratory instruction, and the in- 
struction in sending and receiving the 
Morse code. 

No tuition fee will be charged and

Students who successfully. pass the 
course of study and who acquire pro- 
ficiency as telegraph operators, will 
be given a certificate of proficiency, 
which will entitle the holders to be 
transferred to the Signal Corps. 

Applications for enrollment should 
be addressed to Prof. A. S. Langsdorf, 
Dean of the School of Engineering. 
Regular instructions in this work will 
begin on Oct. 15, provided a class of 
workable size registers for it.

be cut to a slope of from 16 to 16 
degrees from the perpendicular, ar.d 
the 'oose soil obtained, if dry, placed 
in the sandbags. When there is an 
ynrevetted fire platform, this also 
should be cut away and put, if dry, 
in the sandbags. A bed should then 
be dug about 6 inches into the solid 
bottom of the trench, disgarding the 
soft mud which for foundation pur- 
poses is of no use, and sloping down 
into the parapet at right angles to 
the slope of the front wall. Into this 
bed place a double row of stretchers. 

Joints must always be the same 
manner as bricklaying; that is, cafe 
taken that the joint where the ends 
of the stretchers meet does not core 
immediately over the joint between 
the headers and the lower row. Sand- 
bags should now be beaten down 
flat, generally with a wooden mallet 
provided for this purpose; then al- 
ternate rows of headers and stretch- 
ers laid; each layer being flattened 
‘out with the mallet until the top of 
the parapet is reached. The top 
layer always should come out as 
headers. 

Twenty-five headers or 12 stretch- 
ers, or 16 mixed, is the average re- 
quired for revetting every super- 
ficial yard of trench. 

Slope of Front Wall. 

The slope of a front trench wall, 
even when from 10 to 15 degrees 
from perpendicular, is apt gradually 
to assume the perpendicular, and 
then fall, owing to the sinking of the 
trench bottom or the actual thrust of 
the earth in front. This, however, 
can be checked by using six feet 
to eight feet stakes driven well into 
the front wall foundation, and at 
the same angle as the front wall. 
Then, wiring the head of these stakcs 
to wnat is known as an anchor-stake 
driven about 10 feet into the ground 
in frcent of the trench. 

Sandbags come in bales of 250, 
which are again divided into bundles 


of 50 each. On a carrying party it 
is an average rule that each man 
carry 100 sandbags. 

Generally, when iengths of corru- 
gated iron and plenty of floor boards 
and stages are available, this ma- 
terial is used for revetting the lower 
half of a trench wall, as it removes 
a great many difficulties, euch as 


for sandbag revetments. It makes 
it unnecessary to fill sandbags, etc., 


and labor.

Foundation Is Important. 


When brushwood is procurable, it 
should be used as a foundation, put- 
ting it in after the short stakes are 
driven and ramming it dowm behind 
them. This gives you as nearly as 
possible a dry and compact founda- 
tion for your first row of headers. 
Then this may be covered with an- 
other lot of brushwood. and that 
again by a row of headers, and from 
then the layer should be alternate 
headers and stretchers. Sand bags 
do not offer a good platform after a 
heavy rain, as they become wet and 
slippery and the material quickly 
rots, then they break open and the 
top of your fire platform is gone. To 
avoid this, it is necessary to use 
whatever material may be at hand in 
the covering of the top layer. 


One good way of providing this top 
covering when the material is pro- 
curable, is a wire netting used in a 
double thickness. It should be 
placed behind and up against the 
stakes before the foundution is laid. 
Then when the fire platform is built 
to its proper height, bend the wire 
from the top of the fire. platform and 
fasten it down on the sides by what- 
ever means are handy. 
double wire netting makes it. pos- 
sible to use brick and all sorts of 
general trash in the construction of 
the fire platform and gives a very

bed being dug so that the first layer 
of headers is about half its depth be- 
low the top of the corrugated. If 
stakes are shorter than six feet or 
eight feet have been used in the re- 
vetting, half should be cut off to 
where the sandbag revetting com- 
mences and wired to anchor stakes, 
driven into the parapet end of the 
bed, and not wired over the top of 
the parapet, as it tends to gradually 
pull them upwards. Then cover this 
wiring with your first layer of head- 
ers. When hurdles or floorboards 
are used instead of corrugated iron, 
empty sandbags or similar materia] 
must be hung behind them to pre- 
vent the soil crumbling through and 
thus weakening the foundation of 
the sandbag revetments. 

Corrugated iron comes in bundles 
of about 24 sheets to the bundle, 
averaging six feet by three feet. Two 
sheets is the “average load for any 
one man in a carrying party. 

Repairs Are Important. 

A front wall, if prompt and tm- 
mediate attention always be given 
to repair if damage is done, will give 
very little bother. It is the usual 
custom to construct your fire plat- 
form after this revetting work has 
been done.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2°.-—The 
Woman's Bureau of the American 
Red Cross has selected 100 women 
to take charge of the canteens and 
rest stations along the routes which 
will be traveled by American soi- 
diers in going to and from, the 
trenches in France. These women 
were chosen from many hundreds 
of applocants willing to serve with- 
out pay and bear their own ex- 
penses. a 
Because of the nature of the work 
to be required of them, the Women’s 
Bureau selected only those women 
of robust health who can speak 
French, and who are willing to un- 
dertake the hardships and discom- 
forts which will naturally arise.

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Iam voicing the sentiment of all national 
guardsmen from St. Louis, and on their 
behalf ask that you give this letter a place 
in your columns.

The discovery—if a well-known fact can he 
called a discovery—of the Survey Committee that 
the churches have fled from the field where their 
influence and labor are most needed ought to 
arouse in the minds of religious people of the 


failure of the churches in this and other cities. 
“Inner St. Louis,” as the part of the city east 
of Grand avenue is called, contains half of the 
population and. three-fifths of the saloons, ‘and 
produces four-fifths of the crimes of the city; but 
it contains only one-third of the churches. 
Surely this is the fruitful field for religious 
teaching and moral training, and for those spir- 
itualizing labors and influences which make for 
human betterment at all points. 
We are far from discouraging the extension of 
church and missionary work among the well-to- 
do in the West End. The Christianizing of the 
rich would simplify the problem of Christianizing 
the poor. It would result in far-reaching eco- 
nomic and social reforms. But it does seem 
amazing that the representatives of the Master 
who preached the gospel of the poor and instruct- 
ed His followers to preach it to all sorts and 
jconditions of men should concentrate their 
churches in the district where the well-to-do 
live and neglect the poor and the heavy-laden. 
Aside from the purely religious aspect of the 
situation, the alliance has found suggestive facts 
about “Inner St. Louis” which should awaken 


city’s welfare to a comprehension and a realiza- 
tion of the work of regeneration which St. Louis 
needs. | 

In this part of the city are the congested dis- 

tricts, the crowded tenements and the — slums. 
These are potent factors in promoting that moral 
degeneracy and social degradation in which crime 
and vice breed. 
' The foundation of sound morals and the first 
step to spiritualization are wholesome physical 
conditions and decent environment. How can 
we expect industry and thrift and cleanliness, 
which are cardinal virtues upon which character 
is built and religion grows, in filthy shacks, in- 
sanitary, packed tenements and dirty streets? 

If the good people of this city, who want to 
redeem its worst elements and cleanse its foul 
spots, will go earnestly to work to eliminate the 
shacks and the insanitary tenements and to sub- 
stitute sanitary, comfortable tenements and 
houses, they will go far toward their goal.

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ANOTHER POLICE BOARD. FAILURE. 
If Mr. Mansur and Mr. Fouke were absent 
‘from the city for ‘personal business or pleasure 
five, ten or twenty times and found it necessary 
to return to attend to thetr duties a&-Police Com- 
missioners, should their traveling expenses be 
charged to the Police Department? This is the 
test of the propriety of using public funds for 
traveling expenses:on account of absences from 
the city on trips for personal business: or pleas- 
ure, which take an officeholder away from his 
official duties. Ought the traveling expenses of 
@ public official, occasioned by the conflict be- 
tween his personal in and his public. work, 
to be borne by the public treasury or by his own 
pocket? The answer is plain. 

Police Commissioner Giraldin has done well to 
call attention to points of economy and efficiency 
in the official conduct of Police Commissioners. 
His protests repeat the frequent demonstration 
that our police system is bad. The Police Board, 
comfposed of citizens who treat their official du- 
ties as incidental charity work is a failure. We 
need as the governing power in the Police De- 
partment a single Police Commissioner, selected 
as an expert, on merit, and paid an adequate sal- 
ary. Nothing but rotten politics has kept St. 
Louis from getting this essential factor to an 
efficient Police Department. 
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MAKE IT A NATIONAL ARMY. 
Secretary of War Baker lays down the correct 
principle in replying to the demand that the na- 


tional guard units of Missouri and other states 


shall be kept together in organizing the new 
army. : 

He says the plan will be followed so far as is 
possible, but that the objective that must control 


ciency of the army. The conditions that must 
necessarily be taken into consideration in organ- 
izing the new fighting force are many and com- 
plicated. To add to these an unnecessary and 
purely arbitrary condition—to insist that in every 
case the men from a particular state must form 
particular regiments, brigades and divisions, from 
which all men from other states must be exclud- 
ed—is likely to do more than cause inconvenience 


of organization. It is likely to give undesirable 
results when it comes to the work the army 
is created to perform. 

Sentiment is an important influence in a fight- 
ing force. But when St. Louis units are joined 
to Kansas units in making up a regiment, is sen- 
timent ignored any more than when St. Louis 
units are joined to Kansas City units, with whose 
members they have practically no acquaintance? 
Is there no deference to sentiment in the happy 
idea that caused a guard regiment, the direct suc- 
cessor in name and traditions of a famous organ- 
ization that fought for the North in the Civil 
War, to be brigaded at Yaphank, N. Y.; with the 
direct successor of an equally famous regiment 
that fought for the South, and which it had last 
met at Cold Harbor? Such a suggestive com- 
bination would be impossible under a rule requir- 
ing state units to be kept together. 

We can see why political Generals and Colonels 
and Majors and other officers might want the 
men from their state to form a distinctive and 
solid bloc in the new army. We can see why 
politicians not in the service might want to see 
such blocs maintained, with a sharp dividing 
line between them and other blocs. But why 
should anybody else want such blocs? 

We may suspect that there is a lot of politics in 
the protest against an army organization to pro-| 
mote efficiency rather than to perpetuate state 
lines. 
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There is still a chance for Reed and Stone to 
go over to the side of real Americanism. An 
aviator in Illinois was able to change stats while | 
only a mile in the air. 
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THE MILE DISTRIBUTORS’ COMBINE. 
Whatever blame attaches to the combined milk 
producers for the threatened increase in the price 
of milk, news developments from day to day in- 
dicate that the local distributors are in a close 
combine and that they have no regard for the 
interest of the consumers. We are still threat- 
ened with a price of 15 cents a quart, although, 
it is said, Chicago consumers will only have to 
pay 13 or 14 cents a quart, wholesales prices being 
the same to both cities. Why should St. Louis 
consumers be asked to pay more than Chicago 
consumers? The cost of ventebaitesscurs here can- 
not be heavier. 

The estimate of 130,000 quarts a day, for St. 
Louis’ milk consumption, is evidently too low, as 
Detroit’s consumption is placed at 280,000 quarts 
a day. Taking the st. Louls consumption at 
200,000 quarts a day, the threatened increase of 
4 cents a quart over the present price of 11 cents 
will mean that the milk consumers must pay $8000 
a day more than they do now. They will be 
gouged a cool $2,920,000 a year. 

The inerease in cost to the dealers, assuming 
that they agree to buy their milk at $3.42 a -hun- 
dred pounds, the figure now quoted as agreeable 
to both sides, will be about 3 cents a quart. This 
would make the milk cost them $2,190,000 more 
}@ year. The consumers, therefore, would be 
asked to pay $780,000 over and above the total in- 
crease in the wholesale price. What does this 
$730,000 represent? Not increase in cost of dis- 
tribution, for that cannot be shown. 

If the authorities cannot find a way to control 
the price, the city must take other steps to pre- 
vent what will amount to a milk famine among 
the poor. City milk distributing stations, to sell 
milk at cost to the people, will show the milk 
combine that it cannot have things all its own 
way. Such stations should be established just 
as soon as it is seen that the milk combine is de-

| OLIVE CROP IN ANDALUSIA. | 


} 


EVILLE is the center of the 

S olive trade in Andalusia, and 

during 1916 the exportation 

to the United States amounted to 

5,457,168 gallons, valued at $2,173,- 
036. 

The olive crops of the district have 


alternating good and bad years. The 
year 1914 had a poor crop of olives, 
while the 1915 crop was exceptional- 
ly good. As the 1915 crop was shipped 


in 1916, last year’s exports consti- 
tuted a record for the district. 

In 1915 the exportation was only 
2,859,664 gallons, valued at $1,227,- 
336. The shipments during the pres- 
ent year, being the crops of 1916, 
will be below those of last year. 

The crop of olives in Spain is 


gathered in September and October, 
and shipping takes place from De- 


cember, when the new olives -are 
shipped for the first time, until the 
following October, when the season 
is about closed. Preliminary crop 
estimates are usually available in 
May and June, but these are not of- 
ficial. More complete estimates of 
the crop can be secured in October, 
as the growth of the olive depends 
largely on the rains of September and 
October. 

There are two distinct classes of 
olives—those prepared for eating 
and those for oil. Sometimes an ex- 
cellent crop of eating olives is ob- 
taine when the oil olive crop is poor, 
and vice versa, but as a general rule 
they run together. The eating olives

1839,'was in a state of ex- 
citement because the day be- 
fore there had taken place in the 
neighborhood of the city a most re- 
markable occurrence—a shower of 
fish. By the ignorant this was, of 
course, ascribed to supernatural 
causes, while the enlightened could 
determine no cause at all for this 
freak of nature. At any rate, on 
Sept. 20, 1839, an English officer re- 
siding in the neighborhood of Calcut- 
ta saw a quantity of live fish descend 
in a shower of rain. This is no 
‘yarn,’ for the fish were gathered, 
some dead and some alive, and’ 
brought to Calcutta the following | 
day, where the strange tale was un-| 
folded and caused great excitement. 
It is not generally known, but  in- 
stances of this kind are quite numer- 
ous. On April 14, 1828, for instance, 
Maj. Forbes Mackenzie of Fodderty, 
in Ross-shire, while walking in a fleld 
on his farm, suddenly came upon a 
large area of ground covered with 
live, fresh herring. The spot was 
three miles from the nearest water.

The exporting countries’ supplies 
of wheat appear ample, but the 
movement to ports and also export 
clearances are disappointing. In 
corn the general foreign situation is | ont 
strong, with demand good and sup- 
plies moderate. Argentine is offer- 
ing cheaply, due to inferior quality, 
but actual offers of merchantable 
grades are light and the season's 
exports will be small. The Royal 
Commissioner has revised the price 
at which corn is to be ‘sold millers 
after Sept. 27, being about 2a de- 
cline for American and 28 to 6s low- 
er generally. 

The Price Current Grail nReporter 
says th ecorn crop is progressing rap- 
idly to maturity. A good part of it 
is already out of danger from frost. 
There is some corn, however, that 
needs two weeks of favorable weath- 
er. During the past week the weath- 
er for the most part was favorable 
to corn extept in the Nortwest, 
Northwestern lowa and Northern and 
Western Wisconsin where there was 
more frost at the énd of the week. 

New York wires that the flour dis- 
tributing committee of the New York 
Produce Exchange, appointed by the 
United States Food Administration, 
announced today that the following 
prices will apply to flour to be sold 
by the food administration through 
this committee, for all export patents, 
$13.23 per sack of 220 pounds, which 
is equivalent to about $11.80 per bar- 
rel; all first clears from $11.90 to 
$12.26 per sack of 220 pounds, ac- 
cording to quality, which is equiv- 
alent to $10.60 to $10.90 per barrel, 

An official report states that. the 
yield of wheat in Spain amounts to 
141,000,000 bu, fully 12,000,000 bu 
larger than last year’s crop. This 
is about the normal requirement for 


home consumption and although for- 


eign wheat is not required to make 
good any deficit, still the Government 
has authorized the purchase of a 
certain quantity as a precautionary 
measure in order to maintain stocks. 

The United Kingdom official an- 
nouncement was that the recent 
storm damage was exaggerated. 
Spring wheat and oats are fair. Bar- 
ley variable and potatoes above the 
average.
